Roller skating is becoming the national 


vice. The craze over it is spreading 
rapidly, and is seizing on every class of 
the community. A great army of shrewd 
mi ii are coining money by providing 
fai ilities for it; while a goodly percen- 


tafN- of the public have forsworn all other 
forms of amusement and 
cleave 
to 


roller skating only. A literature, ephe- 
meral but voluminous, has sprung up to 
giv.' voice to the pastime : and the funny 
men of the comic papers have stopped 
joking about spring poets and mothers-in- 
law while they illustrate in prose and 
poetry the humors of "rinking." The 
use of the last word reminds us that the 
cra/e has evolved a vocabulary as well as 
a li crature, and no reader of the news 
of the day can miss seeing frequent ref- 
erences to "graceful rinkers," "skatorial 
ability," "a good roller town," "a rinku- 
lating public," etc.

MLUTAL DIBORDEBS AND BEAIN 


STRUCTURE 


Medical men, whether they be special- 


ists in the study of mental diseases or not, 
in the differentiation of the class of dis- 
eases now under consideration, labor un- 
der peculiar difficulties. 
There are many 


mental disorders which are unaccompa- 
nied 
with any recognizable abnormal 


physical conditions of the brain ; that is 
to say, in which there are no structural 
lesions of the brain cognizable during 
life, or which can be satisfactorily dem- 
onstrated in the autopsy ; and there are 
many in which the mental alienation can 
bo fairly traced to any lesions in any 
other part of the body. The number of 
these examples may hereafter be found to 
be smaller than is now known, but for the 
present the fact is as I have stated. That 
a functional disturbance of the brain ex- 
ists in such cases is self-evident; but for 
aught we know this may be due to some 
slight molecular, chemical, or vital change 
in the uerve-cells of the gray matter of 
the brain or of a group of cells, not de- 
noted by any peculiar physical signs dur- 
ing life, and which can leave no possible 
traces after death. 
To cause mental de- 


rangement, it may be only necessary that 
these microscopic cells should be tempo- 
rarily deprived of their normal supply of 
oxygen through the vascular system ; or, 
on the other hand, a slight increase in the 
supply of the proper nutriment of stimu- 
lus may cause the same results. A simple 
loss of equilibrium, or change of tension 
in the nerve-cell may, cause delirium. 
These abnormal physical conditions may 
be temporary or permanent, but in either

But 
the gum chewers want more than a sub- 
stance to chew. They want something 
sweet and odoriferous. So we form a 
combination of this South American gum 
with sugar and tolu balsam. 
There is 


the aromatic tolu. It is the product of 
the tolu tree of South America, and ap 
you well know, it is a stimulant used for 
colds and throat troubles." Gradually- 
the secrets of the trade leaked out, and; 
all but the written recipe were in tbe 
mind of the reporter. It seems that this 
nuch boasted gunv from the tropics, 
which is most probably harmless, is boiled 
by the chewing gum maker, strained and 
all the chips and dirt removed, when the 
tola anv. Sugar are added, forming a con- 
coction which, when sufficiently cooked, 
is rolled out, cut into squares and laid 
aside to dry. It takes two or three days 
for the newly made gum to dry out, then 
it is wrapped, boxed and marketed. 


The same dealer makes a white chew- 


ing gum. 
This is made of paraffine and 


sugar. 
Paraffine is a production from 


coal oil. In appearance it is a glossy 
white, and, as to tastc,it is insipid, if 
nothing worse. 
Paraffine 
and sugar 


boiled into a broth, cooled, and put into 
shape, become the white wax so often 
seen in heart shapes adorned for the 
market with scrap pictures.

IS CO-OPERA 


Tbe following remarks were made in 


sermon preached by Professor 
Fell 


Adler at Chickering Hall, New York : 


The one hope of bettering the condi 


tion of the poor lies, it is my belief, in i 
great moral movement. Tbe best clmnc 
of the poor man, I consider, is in co 
operation. By this I mean that employe 
as bodies shall secure sufficient capital tc 
start business for themselves, so that th 
profits that now go to one individual wil 
revert to the workers. 
The cooperative 


stores in England have been most mar- 
kedly successful. 
But it is in France 


that co-operation in its highest form — 
namely, productive 
co-operation — has 


>een successfully essayed. In Paris there 
are some 49 productive co-operative fao 
tories, whose business is carried on upon 
the usual basis, but whose profits, instead 
f going to one individual, revert to the 
worker. In Lyons 
there are similar 


actories, and in Saint Etieime there is a 
co-operative organization of workingruen 
controlling a capital of 2,500,000f. 


Yet truth compels tbe admission that 


his higher system of productive co-op- 
ration has not met with the same success 
n England that it has in France. The 
eason of this failure was not insufficient 
apital, but lack of those moral qualities 


which are necessary to insure success in 
o-operative undertakings. 
Men must go 


nto co-operation with a feeling of en- 
husiam, and not merely with an eye to 
elf-advancement. 
One of the 
chief 


ecessities of c operation is subordiua- 
ion to those who have been appointed 
eaders. 


When I said that the chief hope for 
e workingman lay in a great 
moral 


movement, I referred to tbe employer as 


ell as tbe employe. If such a moial en- 
msiasm were to seize upon employers as 
eized upon the morbid heartsof men when 
hristianity was first promulgated, then 
mployers would surely be impelled to 
nake some self-sacrifice for the toiler 
nd for the benefit of their suffering 
rother men.

earliest American coinage was in Boston 
in 1652. 
The coins were of the value of 


3 pence, 6 pence and 12 pence. They 
were of silver, rude and somewhat un- 
even in thickness, and irregularly circular, 
with no device, legend or date, save the 
letters "N. E.," on the obverse, and the 
Roman numerals on the 
reverse 
side 


to signify the value in pence. None of 
the three-penny pieces are believed to be 
in existence at present. These were soon 
followed by more elaborate coinage, and 
instead of the letters "N. E.'( ou the ob- 
serve, there were a double circle of dots 
inclosing tbe word "Massachusetts," and 
within the inner circle a representation 
of an oak tree. 
Upon the reverse side 


the words "New England, Our Dam." 
They bore the date 165'2, underneath 
which were the numerals expressing the 
value in pence. 
During the following 


year the oak was replaced by the pine 
tree, and for thirty years or more, silver 


coins with the pine tree and the date 
1652 were issued. 
Tbe denomination 


most largely issued was the coin of the 
value of 1 shilling, hence the famous 
"pine tree shilling." It should be no- 
ticed that the inscriptions varied during 
that period as sentiment or caprice de- 
manded. — Dr. Charles Fisfier.

PROPERTY MORE VALUABLE THAN 


LIFE. 


In some of Ihe Weslern States and Ter 


ritories not long ago public opinioi 
evolved a criminal code under which i 
was a capital offence to steal a horse, whili 
the killing of a man was scarcely amis 
demeanor. 
In this crude way the impor 


tance of a very necessary kind of property 
was recognized, and as men were plenli- 


1 and cheap they received little or no 


protection from society. 
Many an East- 


ern writer has taken a text from wild 
Western customes of this kind, and as a 
rule with the purpose of showing the su 
periority of Eastern elhics and criminal 
administration. 
But whoever will take 


the trouble to examine the tendency of 
:rirninal procedure in Ibis great and high- 
y civilized State, and especially in ,tbis 
;reat and highly civilized city, may find 
reason to doubt whether in some impor- 
tant respects we have mad^ any advance 
upon tbe Western practice. Such an ex- 
amination will disclose the fact that prop- 
jrly commands much more jealous pro- 
ection than life, and that the most strik- 
ng inequality exists in the punishment of 
rimes against the person and crimes of 
obbery and theft; though it must also 


said that when robbery is carried far 


nough it sometimes ceases to be trealed 
s a crime at all. The events of almost 
ny week in the courts will furnish illus- 
rations in abundance. 
For example, a 


affian stabs out his wife's eyes, and gets 
ine months imprisonment. 
A sncak- 


bief steals a few cents' worth of property, 
nd gets twelve years. A man aelibor- 
tely kills another, 
and escapes with 


even years, and the judge expresses his 
pproval of the verdict of manslaughter, 
tough according to the law there was no 
lenient of manslaughter in the case, 
.nother petty thief, for taking twenty- 
ve cents' worth of lead pipe, receives a 
intence of three years. A policeman 
ills a man for not stopping when sum- 


moned lo do so, and the homicide is jus- 
ified. 


As to maiming and clubbing and the 


nfliction of all manner of physical in- 
uries, such offences are either passed 
ver as too trival for notice, or nre pun- 
shed in the lightest manner. Nor is 
ersonal liberty any better protected, 
nnocent witnesses are sometimes kept 


prison for months, in total disregard 


f their rights and interests. But when 
watch is snatched, or a purse, and the 
jief is taken, the terrors of the law are 
isplayed, maximum penalties are im- 


onlrive lo make a really large haul; if 
is peculations mount into hundreds of 
loubands of dollars, for instance, he has 
ttle or nothing to fear from the law, and 
an generally make his own terms if he 
ails to put himself beyond the jurUdic- 
On of the courts. 
It must be admitted 


jat there are inconsistencies here which 
all sharply for reform, and that so long 
s it can be said that property is better 
rotected lhan life, we shall have no 
cason to boast of our criminal system. 


Even if the existing practice were con- 


istent with itself; that is to say, if all 
rimes against property 
were severely 


unished, the comparative neglect of 
rimes against the person would be inex- 
usable. 
But as it is, the most arbitrary 


istinctions obtain, and in effect it is 
nly the lesser crimes against property 
which are severely punished, while on the 
ither hand, ruffianism and brutality are 
lositively encouraged by the leniency 
liey meet in the courts.—N. Y. Tribune.

A new business has been developed with- 
in the past few years and is now being 
conducted in London and New York, 
perhaps in other cities also 
The idea 


i« a very simple one, and only derives its 
value from the thoroughness with which 
it is carried out, and seems to have oc- 
curred simultaneously to several people, 
who proceeded to put it into execution 
There are two forms of the system, both 
of'which aim to supply subscribers with 
newspaper clippings at a definite rate. 
In one form the subscriber is supposed 
to receive all newspaper slips in the 
original text which in any way refers to 
himself. Literary men, artists, actors 
and politicians are the chief patrons of 
this form of inquiry. In the second 
method subscribers file lists of subjects 
upon which they desire editorials, news 
items and special articles, and the amount 
of material that can be thus collected for 
purposes of book-making and magazine- 
writing is practically limitless 
It is 


evident that if agencies will invest suf- 
ficient capital to procure copies of every 
newspaper in the world, in every lan- 
guage, and will perfect some system by 
which trained clerks examine and clas- 
sify all their contents, including adver- 
tisements, the direct benefit to thousands 
of persons will be very great.

The "microphoto scope," devised by a

education in France are given by the "The 
Philadelphia Ledger" 
"In Fraice the 


subject of popular education has taken a 
strong hold both on the Government and 
the people. 
Public opinion, represented 


in the Legislature, imperatively demands 
an extension and improvement of the 
schools. In 1882, the date of the last 
census and of a report just published by 
a Commision of Experts, there were 75, 
000 schools, 125,000 teachers, and five 
and a half million pupils, and the in- 
crease in all has been rapid in the last 
five years, especially in girls' sch >ls. By 
dint of 
liberal 
grants, J the 
schools 


taught by clergymen and church-women 
have been supplanted by those in charge 
of lay teachers to the extent of 1,940, 
but the Church has opened 1,475 free 
schools during the same period of five 
years, 570 schools for the higher branches 
of primary education have 30,000 pupils. 
One of the tests of the general sprpad of 
elementary education in France is the 
signatures of men and women at their 
marriage, and of conscripts on entering 
army ; and while 13 per cent, of the lat- 
ter cannot read, 25 per cent, of tbe 
former class could not even write their 
names; but nearly all these are, of corrse 
older than the recent efforts to increase 
the primary schools."

English society with the same purpose, 
the Seybert commission for the investi- 
gation of Spiritualism has been busy for 
somn time at Philadelphia. This com- 
mission was appointed under the will of 
Henry Seybert, of that city, u prominent 
' Spiritualist, who left $60,000 to establish 


a ( hair of mental and moral philosophy, 
« ith the condition of looking up these 
mysterious phenomena. Seybert was a 
dupe of the Blisses and the Katie King 
sensation which so abused the confidence 
of that excellant man, the late Robert 
It.vla Owen ; but the exposure of the 
humbugs to which he had given implicit 
cicdencedid not shake his faith in the 
reility of spirit communication, any more 
than it did that of Mr. Owen. 


The commission appointed to carry out 


hit intentions have already been visited 
by several of the most noted mediums in 
the country, who hove been paid liberally 
for their services ; and the latest of these 
is Dr. Henry Slade, who has just con- 
cluded a series of what are called "re- 
markable manifestations" before the 
commission.

There is an astonishing amount of un- 
laimed money in England. It seems al- 
most incredible to people who are con- 
inually on the hunt for fortune that there 
hould be heirs, heiresses aud legatees in

their claim, but reports show that there 
are millions of pounds of unclaimed 
moneys. These unclaimed moneys are 
mainly from unclaimed dividends on gov- 
ernment stocks, dormant funds in chan- 
cery, army and navy prize money, sold- 
iers' unclaimed balances, estates revert- 
ing to the ciown, unclaimed dividends in 
bankruptcy, surplus assets of companies, 
and unclaimed bank deposits.

hands to try it. 
All gas services should 


be run'at an elevation from the street 
main to meter, so that the drip should 
return to the main line. If impossible 
to run in this manner, then place a "drip 
plug" close to meter of sufficient length, 
say ten inches, of on inch pipe, with pet- 
cock for emptying at intervals. 


Do not let the water run to prevent 


freezing ; this is a poor precaution. Shut 
the water off aud empty the pipes is a 
proper thing to do in cold weather.—
